The  Clinton  Maroon  basketball  team  had  one  of  its  most  successful  seasons  in  recent 
year?  in  1964-1965. 

They  started  out  the  season  with  a non-conference  victory  over  Warrensburg- Latham 
50-48.  They  got  their  first  Corn  Belt  Conference  triumph  the  next  game  with  a 65-56 
win  over  Trinity.  They  extended  their  victory  string  to  three  by  tripping  Pontiac  in  an- 
other league  game  68-62.  St.  Theresa  was  the  Maroons  fourth  victim  in  a row  as  Clin- 
ton clipped  them  68-60.  Washington  snapped  the  Maroons  streak  by  edging  them  55-47.

They  entered  the  Octavia  Holiday  Tournament  and  quickly  advanced  to  the  Champion- 
ship bracket  by  downing  LeRoy  69-47,  but  then  suffered  losses  to  Octavia  (66-53)  and 
Bellflower  (67-52).  Griffin  then  defeated  the  Maroons  71-60  and  U.  High  followed 
with  a conference  win  59-40.  Normal  edged  the  Maroons  69-67  in  loop  play.  Clin- 
ton then  went  to  the  Shelbyville  Tournament  where  they  brought  home  the  Consolation 
Bracket  trophy  by  downing  Nokomis  and  Morrisonville  after  suffering  a defeat  from 
Pana.

When  Coach  Austin  came  to  Clinton  this  year,  he  had  never  coached  a losing  cross-country 
team,  and  due  to  his  1964  squad,  he  still  hasn't. 

The  Harriers  had  a season  of  nine  meets,  not  including  the  conference  and  district  meets.  Of 
these  nine  meets,  five  were  duals,  and  Clinton  was  victorious  of  each.  Of  the  meets  consisting 
of  three  triangulars  and  one  quadrangular,  Clinton  took  one  first  and  a number  of  seconds.  At 
the  first  Corn  Belt  Conference  Cross-Country  Meet  ever  held,  Clinton  scampered  to  a second 
place  finish.  The  Saturday  following  the  conference  meet,  seven  of  the  Harriers  went  to  the 
Urbana  District  where  they  ran  Clinton  to  eighth  position  of  the  fifteen  teams  participating.  The 
seven  members  to  attend  the  meet  were  the  six  senior  lettermen  and  Bob  Turney,  sophomore 
letterman. 

Seven  members,  Ken  Armstrong,  Charlie  Davenport,*  Ronnie  Mills,*  Ron  Monts,*  Milton 
Moomaw,*  Lynn  Myers,*  and  Alan  Punches,*  were  the  senior  squad  members.  At  the  last  of  the 
season,  during  an  intersquad  meet,  Alan  Punches  bettered  the  school  record,  9 minutes  31  sec- 
onds, with  a 9 minute  25.3  seconds  timing.
